the Rev. Mr. Sturzo to withdraw from 
politics. 

Mer. Pucci says the political activi- 
ties on the part of Father Sturzo have 
put the Vatican in a delicate, embar- 
rassing position and he insists the 
priest has no right to compromise the 
Vatican position, which is above and 
beyond political interest. 

Pope Pius X, at the begirining of 
the papacy in 1903, by a special bill 
allowed priests, who from 1870 had 
been forbidden to participate in the 
political life of Italy, to vote and even 
fill political positions. The Rev. Mr. 
Sturzo organized the Catholic party, 
which grew to big proportions, until 
at the latest election it obtained more 
than 100 seats in the chamber of | 
deputies.

Hands Far Qutclass Tommy's 


BY HUGH FULLERTON. 


Great Falls, Mont., June 26.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Jack Dempsey’s greatest ad- 


vantage over Tommy Gibbons, or, for 


that matter, over any boxer in history, 
lies in his forearms and hands. He 
has the most massive, heavily muscled 


forearms in ring history, the largest || 


boned forearms and the most powerful 
wrists. The hands are not as large 
nor as strong, compared with the mas- 
sive forearms and wrists, as might be 
expected, yet they are heavy, strong, 
ari, thus far, show no signs of the 
battering they have received. b 

Dempsey has been extremely careful 
and lucky in not breaking the bones 
when those fists are propelled from 
behind by the terrific battering-ram 
forearms. 


In the comparison of hands, Gibbons 
shows more prominent bones and his 
hands are strong. One shaws signs of 
having been jammed back in at a 
kunckle at one time, but there ig no 
sign of weakness. 

dack Has Heavy Wrists. 


. In the wrist Dempsey is much heavi- 
er—the wrist thickness is surprising, 
the announced measurements failing 
to reveal them as large in comparison 
as they are. The.heavy metacarpal 
bones of Dempsey’s hands do not 
show until examined one by one, be- 
cause of the symmetry of the bone 
structure; and the articulation at the 
wrist in the case of Dempsey is per-. 
fect. With all the size and power of 
the hands and wrist he can turn his 
hand faster and farther than any one 
I ever studied, 

The articulation between radius and 


' ulna 10 so heavily covered with muscle 


as to prevent examination by feeling. 
But the elbow. turns like a flash, so
